FATHER OF MELTONS 
ALLEGES SONS KILLED 
AS RESULT OF A PLOT 


Murder Result of Bitter 
Feud of Long Standing, 
Declares Attorney Walter 
McKinney--Father Is Sure 
Boys Put Up a Desperate 
Fight.

West Point, Ga., July 1.—(Special.)— 
The details of a’ midnight auto ride 
through the country, upon which the 
father of the slain brothers, Epps and 
Max Melton, was urged in vain to go, 
will be unfolded before the coroner's 
jury in the continuance of the inquest 
into the triple tragedy discovered when 
the bodies were taken.from the muddy 
waters of the Chattahoochee. 

Walter McKinney, special counsel en- 
gaged by Tony Melton, the father, 
stated tonight that summons had been 
issued to Johnny Land and Schaefer 
and Charley Hargett, three farmers 
living near Riverview, Ala., who ad- 
mit having carried ithe three victims 
on the auto tour to Columbus, where 
they were last seen alive. They will 
appear at Friday’s session of the in- 


quest and relate the details of the trip” 


and the incidents that culminated in the 
Melton brothers and*®Johnny Leake, the 
third victim, leaving the auto near the 
banks of the Chattahoochee at a point 
10 miles distant from the spots where 
the bodies were discovered. Land and 
the Hargetts say the three victims got 
out of the car voluntarily. 


LONG AUTO 
RIDE, 


The inquest was abruptly discontinu-. 


ed tonight when it was learned that 
the slain men had been on the auto- 
mobile trip. It is understood that Land 
and the Hargetts are willing to testify 
to every incident of the trip. They deny 
any knowledge of.the murders.

FEUD 
CHARGED. 


Lands lived within a radius of a mile 
of the plantation of Alexander Teal, 
the victim in the original slaying, for 
which Meiton was acquitted on a plea 
of self-defense. This slaying, 
is said to have culminated from a feud 
between the Teal and Melton faction. 
A hand-to-hand encounter between 
Teal and Epps Melton, the midnight 
destruction of.the Melton gin, frequent 
threats and & continued state of per- 
sonal armament were incidents that 
led up to the Teal slaying.

Captain English Asks the 
Police Chief Why He Does 
Not Put an -End to the 
Assignation Houses. 


LANFORD IN A CLASH 
WITH CHAIRMAN FAIN 


Head of Board Asserts That 
Detectives Fail to Notify 
Citizens of Progress in 
Case of Thefts. 


Captain James W. English and Police 
Chief James L. Beavers clashed in a 
heated word combat last night at the 
meeting of the police board on the 
question of viee having been ‘“‘promis- 
cuously scattered” over the city of At- 
lanta since Chief Beavers closed the 
red light district in September, 1912. 

Captain English at one time during 
the meeting ordered Beavers to re- 
sume his seat and desist from question- 
ing him while he wag addressing the 
board of police commissioners on @ 
point of order. 

Fain and Lanford Clash. 

As a preliminary bout Commission- 
er Fain and Chief of Detectives New- 
port Lanford clashed in regards to the 
efficiency of the detective department, 
Fain declaring that the detectives fail- 
ed time and time again to notify citl- 
zens of thé progress they were mak- 
ing on goods reported stolen. 

Detective Chief Lanford denied that 
this was the general rule of his detec- 
tives, and Fain then cited him a num- 
ber of instances where his friends, 
after reporting that their automobiles 
had been stolen, thad never heard a 
word from the detective department 
thereafter. 

The issues between the police com- 
missioners and the police and detec- 
tivé officials arose in each instance 
as a result of criticisms made in the 
probe-report of the special investigat- 
ing committee, which was adopted for 
the larger part last night. 

The hottest fight during the meet- 
ing, and that which brought forth the 
word combat between Chief Beavers 
and Captain English, was the result 
of the reading for a vote of “Item 11” 
of the probe-report, which is as fol- 
lows: 

“Vice Conditions—We find according 
to the testimony of citizens who came 
before the investigating committee that 
vice is scattered promiscuously over 
the city.” 

Vernoy Objects. 

This paragraph brought Commission- 
er Vernoy, a friend of the police chief, 
to his feet, with a motion that the 
word promiscuously be stricken, de- 
claring that it was a disgrace to 
lanta for the police board to place it- 
self on record as admitting that vice 
did exist in the city to such an extent. 

Opposition was apparently so strong 
to the atrikinge of the word “promis- 
cuously” that Commissioner Vernoy im- 
mediately withdrew his motion and 
took his seat. 

After a lengthy discussion the para- 
graph was adopted by a unanimous 
vote, all the commissioners admitting 
that vice was promiscuously scattered 
over Atlanta.

Police Committee Passes 
Favorably Both on Organ- 
izations Referred Back and 
Those Turned Down. 


STRONG PROTEST MADE 
BY MEN AND RELIGION 


When Marion Jackson Is 
Invited to Run for Office, 
He Says He Would Rather 
Go to Milledgeville. 


Prospects for the continuation of all 
the twenty locker clubs of Atlanta 
loomed brighter Thureday when the 
police committee of council passed fa- 
vorably not only on the six that were 
sent back for further investigation, but 
on the nine that were turned down by 
general council last Monday. The nine 
all filed new applications and asked 
that they be reconsidered. 

Chairman Edwin Johnson, of the po- 
licé committee, Thursday issued to all 
the clubs temporary permits to reopen 
and remain open until action is taken 
by general council, which will proba- 
bly be Monday afternoon. 

All of the 152 near beer’ saloons 
granted licenses by council are open, 
althoughyMayor Woodward has _ not 
signed he permits. He indicated 
Thursday that he would sign all of 
them today, with the exception of the 
few that have pool rooms in connec- 
tion with them. 


Clabs HReconsidered. 

The six applications that were sent 
back to the committee by general coun- 
cil were: Atlanta Athletic club, Eagles, 
Elks, Moose, Piedmont Driving club and 
Druid Hills club. 

The nine clubs that were turned down 
by council, but sent in new applica- 
tions, were: Atlanta club, Terrace 
club, Metropolitan club, Owls’ club, 
Beavers’ club, Greek gociety, Theatri- 
cal club, M. & M. club and Central 
club. 

One new club license was also passed 
favorably—that of the T. M. A. club— 
which was not filed with the other ap- 
plications before council meeting Mon- 
day. * , 

Before considering the applications 
the committee heard considerable dis- 
cussion pro and con of the clubs by 
attorneys for the several applicants and 
Marion Jackson, who was present with 
a delegation from the Men and Reli- 
gion Forward Movement to protest 
against granting licenses to any of the 
clubs. 

Mr. Jackson repeated his statement 
made previously that the organization 
he represented would not resort to in- 
junction proceedings to close the clubs 
until general council had been given 
an opportunity to deny them licenses. 
When he intimated tha&t the Men and 
Religion Movement had a strong back- 
ing, Chairman Edwin Johnson, of the 
police committee, advised him that he 
and as many members of the organiza- 
tion desired could run for all 
offices from maver. down. 

Prefers Milledgeville. 

Mr. Jackson said he would never 
consider such a proposition, and asked 
that his friends send him to Milledge- 
ville if ever he offered for a political 
office. 

When Mr. Jackson charged that all 
the clubs and saloons were being op- 
erated in violation of the state law, 
Chairman Johnsen -3said that the pelice 
committee had uvever had a report of 
the police makingg any cases against 
any ot the applicants and that as far 
as the committee had been able to 
learn had not found any direct 
dence against the clubs and saloons.

DIPLOMATIC AGIION 
SEEMS IMPROBABLE 


Sinking of Armenian Con- 
sidered Justified by Many. 
Position of U. S. Not Yet 
Determined, However. 


Washington, July._,.J.—Official infor- 
mation on which to. .base an accurate 
judgment of circumstances under which 
the British steamer Armenian was de- 
stroved with the loss of American lives 
was lacking tonight and until detalls 
are available, Secretary Lansing sald 
the position of the United States could 
not be determined. 

From news dispatches, however, and 
a closer reading of official reports, of- 
ficials were inclined in the view that as 
the Armenian apparently refused to 
halt at the command of the German 
submarine, 
law, the sinking of the vessel was 
justified even though non-combatants 
were on board. 

There was little tension over the in- 
cident in official quarters here after 
it became known the Armenian had 
sought to evade capture. 
ted that if official reports bore 
press dispatches there was no likeli- 
hood that any new cause of complaint 
would be added to issues pending be- 
tween the United States and Ger- 
many: 

Effect of German Warning. 

One or two officials suggested that 
since Germany had given warning tha

A few months.ago the Russians were 
a& the Carpathian passes, and in the 
spring confident predictions were made 
in England and France that Hungary 
soon would be overrun.

In the 
case of vessels loaded to supply a bel- 
ligerent fleet at sea, however, the 
United States has ruled that such ships 
must be treated as ships of war.

When sunk by the German subma- 
rine the Armenian was carrying a car- 
sO Of 1,422 mules from Newport 
News to Avonmouth for use by the 
K'rench armies The vessel had a crew 
of seventy-two men and carried 
ninety-six men as mule tenders. 

The submarine first was sighted by 
the man at the wheel and though the 
ship was pushed to the limit the mos- 
quito craft rapidly overhauled her and 
commenced ehelling. The Armenian’s 
efforts to keep her stern to the sub- 
marine were futile 

The faster vessel circled the freight- 
er and the German commander, 
speaking througha megaphone, order- 
ed the Armenian’s captain to surren- 
der or he would sink the ship. 

The skipper of the Leyland liner 
yelled hard to evade the undersea 
but the latter dropped a shell 
sh a skylight into the steamer’s 

engine room, putting the engines out 
of action. The Armenian then sg5ur- 
rendered. 

Lifeboats were lowered and thecrew 
Some seventy mule tenders, near- 
lyall Americans, scrambled into them. 
AS one of the boats was beine lower- 
ed a shell from the submarine cut 
the falls of the boat. The occupants 
were spilled into the water and pre- 
were drowned. 

Five boats loaded with survivors got 
away. The submarine then fired two 
torpedoes into the Armenian: and the 
vessel sank within thirty minutes.

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COOK NOT WORRIED 
VER AUTO DECISION 


Law Is Constitutional, De- 
clares Secretary of State, 
Quoting Decisions on Meas- 

ures Passed in Other States 


Secretary of State Phil 
is entruste@ with the enforcement of 
the state automobile license tax law 
and the collection of the receipts of 
the same, is not particularly worried 
over the decision of Judge Charlton in 
wnatham superior court -thursday in 
declaring the law unconstitutional. 

The law which Judge Charlton de- 
clared unconstitutional and upon which 
ground he granted a temporary injunc- 
tion restraining the city of Savannah 
from enforcing the law, provides for a 
state license fee of $5 for each auto- 
mobile. The money derived from this 
source-is known as the general: road 
fund and is divided among the vari- 
ous counties by the secretary of state 
according to the number ot miles o1 
of rural routes in each county. 

The principal provision of tne law 
to which Judge Chariton seems to have 
taken objection is that designing the 
method of distribution which, he says, 
“violates every rule of fairness.” He 
declares also that the law double 
taxes citizens, presumably meaning by 
& property tax upon an automebile and 
a license tax upon automobiles. 

“The automopile license tax laws of 
Various States, which have laws sim- 
ilar to the Georgia law,” says Mr. 
Cook, “have been declared constitu- 
tional by the United States supreme 
court, and I am confident that the 
Georgia law will hold just as good as 
those which have been so teste 

Secretary of State Cook cited the fa- 
mous decision of the supreme court of 
the United States in the Maryland case. 

Here are some _ salient paragraphs 
from that decision: 

“The movement of motor vehicles 
over the highways is attended by con- 
stant and serious dangers to the pub- 
lic, and is also abnormally destructive 
to the ways themselves.

years insistent demands have been 
made upon the state for better facili- 
ties, especially by the ever-increasing 
number of those who own such vehicles. 
Asis well known,in order to meet this 
demand and accommodate the growing 
traffic, the state of Maryland has built 
and is maintaining a system of im- 
proved highways. Primarily for the 
enforcement of good order and the pro- 
tection of those within its own juris- 
diction, the state put into efect the 
above described general regulations, 
including requirements for registration 
and licenses. A further evident purpose 
was to secure some compensation for 
the use of facilities provided at great 
cost from the class for whose needs they 
are essential, and whose operations 
over them are peculiarly injurious. 
Uniform Regulations. 

“Inthe absence of national legisla- 
tiom covering the subject, a state may 
rightfully prescribe uniform’ regula- 
tion’ necessary for public safety and 
order in respect to the operation upon 
its highways of all motor vehicles— 
those moving in interstate commerce as 
well as others. <And to this end it 
may require the registration of such 
vehicles and the licensing of their 
drivers charging therefor reasonable 
fees, graduated according to the horse- 
power of the engines—a_ practical 
measure of size, speed and difficulty of 
control. This is but an exerecise of 
the police power uniformly recognized 
as belonging to the states, and essen- 
tial to the preservation of the health, 
safety and comfort of their citizens; 
and it does not constitute a direct and 
material burden on interstate com- 
merece, and in that regard it is like- 
wise subordinate to the will of con- 
rress. , 

. While the plea of the petitioners in 
the Savannah case was that the means 
of distribution of the road fund created 
by the auto taxes is not fair, because 
counties paying in the largest amounts 
of taxes do not usually receive an 
amount back in ‘proportion to what 
they pay in, Secretary of State Cook 
points out that the thousands of ma- 
chines in these “big-town counties” 
are constantly using roads of the coun- 
ties of smaller population, whose money 
is spent for the upKeep of the roads, 
and that this fund can be used for no 
other purpose than road-building. 

Charlton’s Decision. 

Savannah, Ga., July 1.—Holding the 
Georgia automobile registration law 
unconstitutional, Judge Walter 
Charlton, in the superior court today 
granted a temporary injunction 
against the city to preyent the enforce- 
ment of the ordinance requiring the 
registration and payment of fees by 
the owners of these vehicles. 

Judge Charlton declared the provi- 
sion for the distribution of the funds 
accumulated by the state from the pay- 
ment of fees according to the rural 
routes in the county ‘violates every 
rule of fairness, and incidentally dou- 
ble taxes certain citizens for the ben- 
efit of other citizens.” The court asks 
“Why should they, and others like 
them, raise a fund not to make better 
roads in Georgia, not to foster or ad- 
vance any object of general interest, 
or even to help out the revenue of the 
state, but for the sole purpose of ac- 
cumulating a sum for. distribution 
among counties which may not have 
roads.”

NOT LIKE ATLANTA! 


A week or so ago, upon the recommenda- 
tion of then acting superintendent of the 
Atlanta public schools, Mrs. Annie T. Wise 
was re-elected principal of the Girls’ Com- 
mercial High school—a position which she 
has filled with marked distinction ever since 
the creation of the school for which she was 
primarily responsible. 

Since then the Boys’ and the Girls’ Com- 
mercial High schools—the former having 
been an adjunct of the regular Boys’ High 
school—have beén consolidated, the 200 boys 
being merged with the more than 5v0 girls 
of the new combined school. 

The teachers’ committee of the board of 
education meets today, and there has been 
some suggestion that because the Boys’ and 
the Girls’ High school branches of this de- 
partment have been consolidated it may be 
found necessary to put a man at the head 
of the combined institution. 

To do this would réquire affirmative ac- 
tion dispossessing Mrs. Wise, already chosen 
as principal of the school with which the 
boys’ branch has been merged, and for which 
position she was warmly recommended by 
Superintendent Landrum when unanimously 
re-elected by the board. 

To dispossess a woman whose superiority 
in this line of work is everywhere conceded, 
could be defended solely on the argument of 
woman’s incompetence. Such action would 
place the board of education in an attitude 
of doubting the ability and the competence 
of a woman for the very position to which 
they elected her only a few days ago. 

The only possible ground on which it is 
even suggested that a man be substituted is 
that 200 boys are to become a part of the 
student body composed of more than 500 
girls—and we have too much confidence in 
the board of education to believe that it 
will for an instant commit itself to any such 
absurdity. 

The board has taken too many steps in 
the direction of rehabilitating our public 
school system to now commit itself to a 
blunder which, while mocking justice, would 
grievously offend all womanhood.

Editor Constitution: The present gener- 
al assembly no doubt will have before it 
many educational problems to which consci- 
entious and careful attention will be giv- 
en. The_correst decisions as to these prob- 
lems will be of great immediate and future 
Value. ° 


Among these problems will be: Shall Geor- 


gia continue to tax college endowments? There 


is a heavy bu&den of proof upon those who 
seek to defend this policy. It was not adopt- 
ed in Georgia until 1877 and then by mistak- 
en friends of the. state’ institutions who 
thought that the denominational colleges 
threatened the state colleges and should 
therefore be discouraged and hampered. We 
have now come upon a better day when we 
see clearly that they have much in common 
and should be regarded not as rivals but as 
allies in the war against ignorance.
